Aa theuo 
cutll* were permitted to multiply and 
grow fiit on lands th» Bod mau olaiiue 
as nis by right of birth, tnay think it 
not uujuat, in this way, to collect toll. 
These Englishmen, however, do not 
think BO and recently complained of the 
matter to General Howard. This year 
the Crows have signified their intention 
to "Winter ou Tongue river, close to the 
Montana frontier, where it will be con- 
venient for them to draw their supplies 
from stray bauds of cattle when there is 
a scarcity of gauie. Lord Freeman has 
notified Gsueral Howard that his forces 
will bo organized to drive off 'these 
Indians, which threat of course, if car- 
ried oat, means another war. There 
has been altogether too tnuoh of that 
surt of business already, and if this 
foreign speculator attempts anything of 
the kind he should be forced to gather 
up his 
effects 
and get oat of the 


country. We protest against this coun- 
try being put to expense imd trouble 
tor the protection of forugn stockmen, 
who "squat" upon Ainerionn territory 
and grow riuh off the country without 
contributing anything to it. 


A U|rht»lnff Bvvviatton. 


The news,-at last definite, about John 


Maokay, which comes to as by tele- 
gram, ie refreshing. Just think of H— 
25 cents for 20 words, and neVer mind 
whether you dispntoh across the street 
or across the continent. It looks ns 
though we are on the eKO of a millen- 
nium in telegraphy, whereas, until 
now the sending of telegrams has been 
comparatively a luxury, to be indulged 
in by the well-to-do only. When the 
Postal Company gets to working any- 
body can send a short letter over the 
wires for less than a dollar. For 50 
cents, if he cuts off waste' words', he 
will be able to talk a. \ olume of cold 
business. The seheme looks plausible, 
and with John Mackay managing it with 
$12,000 controlling, we believe he'll 
make it stick. The charges seem ex 
treruely low, but the consequent in- 
crease of business will, of course, ba 
immense. It looks hardly, now, like a 
genuine business project, but w» have 
been 
educated under a monstrous 


monopoly—the Western Union—which 
has been bilking the public with ex 
tortionate rates to get in about 7 per 
ceot interest per annum ou at least 
$60,000,000 of 
stock 
manufactured 


solely for the sake of this interest. 
Hence, we see through glasses darkly. 
It will be pleasant, however, if the 
scheme works all right; not only to en 
joy cheap rates in telegraphing, but it 
•will be pl«>isant, also, to see the greedy 
Western Union brought down to decent 
rates by wholesome competition.

A Terrible Cyclone. 


On Thursday last a cycloue swept 


over southeastern Minnesota, the track 
of which was three miles iu width and 
for a distance of thirty-five miles car- 
ried destruction in its path. The town 
of Rochester, a place of 8,000 or 9,000 
inhabitants, suffered enormously, one- 
third of the buildings being laid in 
ruins or greatly damaged. Twenty-four 
people were killed and a great many in- 
jured. The damage to property there 
exceeded $300,000. 
The towns of 


Winona and Dodge Center were also 
struck by the cyclone, and much dam- 
age done. The crops iu the path of 
the storm, houses, barns, etc., were 
nearly all destroyed. It was one of the 
'most fearful visitations of the kind ever 
known in the West, which has been so 
often visited of late years by these wind 
monsters.

Th« M«w Postal Not**. 


The money order system which 


has been in vogue some time, and 
which has proved to be snob a public 
convenience in the transmission of 
money, ia to receive a great help on 
tbo 3d of September, when the sys- 
tem of postal notes is added to it. 
*Th« postal note is'intended'to Jbe em- 
ployed in the transactions of less 
than $5, and as the amount is small 
for which they are drawn, they are 
not inoumbered with the many forms 
employed iu sending amounts by 
money order 
The postal notes are 


sent ut the iisk of the remitter, while 
the Government is responsible for 
the payment of monej orders to 
tbe true payee if the party sumliup, 
and to secure tho same comply with 
the rules and regulations of the post- 
office. The noto nearly re^mbles a 
greenback in size, being a little wider 
and not quite so long. In the first 
two columns ruled at the left ftre 
printed the twelve eallendar mouths 
and twelve years beginning with 
1883. 
Next to these and on the right 


are three squares, one above tho 
other. In the first is u pUoe for the 
postofflco stamp, with the day of 
stamping. 
Below this is a vignette 


with the word "three" above and 
"cents" beneath it. In tbe bottom 
square, the clattd stamp of paying 
office is to be placed. 
Adjoining 


these squares is u- wide space extend 
ing over the larger part of the note. 
In the top of this is the name of the 
city where the note is issued anil the 
number of the note and below them, 
in large letters, the words "postal 
note." Following this are the words 
"for sums less than five dollars, pay- 
able in the United States only." 
Then follows instructions to the 
postmaster against whom the note is 
issued, directing him to pay the 
bearer at an; time within three 
months from the last date of the 
month of is.iue, with tho same limi- 
tation as to the time, 
dollars 


and 
cents. If lost, no dupli- 


cate of the above can be issued. Re- 
ceived the above named &im. 


("Signature.") 


On the right margin of the note 


are three columns, ruled in squares, 
over which are labeled in the or<Ter 
named "Dollars," "Dimes," "Cents," 
and below the words are figures to 
be punched out according to the 
amount of the postal note. No limit 
to the amount of notes to be pur- 
chased by any one party is pre- 
scribed, 
as

prompt) parties sending money in 
large su.ms to employ the money 
order system, -which offers better 
security. 
A note lost can not be 


duplicated, but if o.ne becomes in- 
valid, by payment of 3 centsit may 
be renewed. 


As there is nothing to prevent 


these notes from being paid to any 
party presenting them, many may 
think they are liitlo, if any, superior 
to the greenback or shin planter, and 
they are not, Bo far as safety is con 
cerned, but as they can be m»de out 
for any sum from 1 cont to .$4 99, 
their convenience •will create a large 
demand for them when email iinms 
are to ba transmitted. With the 
money order, they may be said to 
afford the citizens of the United 
States greater facilities for transmit- 
ting money than any other country 
posse wes,

(Ailln Argui, Aug. 2Cth.] 


Our usually quiet neighborhood 


was thrown into intense excitamt-ir 
on the evening of August 19th by the 
murder of A. G. Utley by John R 
Franklin under the following cir- 
onmstanoes as appeared by the evi 
denoe produced by the] Coroner's 
jury: John Franklin, aooompanied by 
his brother, Clack, came up from 
Lindale on that day to get some 
things at the store. While there they 
both got to drinking and John got 
considerably under the influence of 
liquor. They were around the store 
aud blacksmith, shop all day. Iu the 
evening Ulley went to the stove from 
where he lived, about a quarter of a 
mile away. 
Some boys and men 


were drinking and making u good 
dual of noise in the street, and one 
boy, about sixteen years old, was 
pretty full and John was trying to 
induce him to drink more out of a 
bottle which he (John Franklin) was 
carrying. Utley went up to the boy 
and told him not to make so much 
noise, and also told John not to give 
him any more whisky. John seem« i 
to get angry at Utley for hm inter 
fnrenca and caught Utloy and ierked 
him around. Utley then said, "John 
Franklin don't pull me around that 
way," and pushed John off.

boy, then or soon after, was taken 
away but John seemed to still b« 
mad at Utley about bis interfering 
between him and the boy aud follow 
ing him around offtmng to tight him 
and saying he would kill him 
Ui !<-> 


rold him he would nglit him uuv wuy 
in the world he could uanif, sVyio'tf 
to John that he (Jnlin) was drunk 
and they had better put i» off til 
morning. 
They finally agi*-eil rr> 


meet the next day ttn>i tiijhr u out 
After shaking bands witu 
U'luy, 
John started off, went lo wbn'e u 
wagon in which some young folk* 
returning from church h«d stopped, 
talked with one of the young men 
in the wagon a while, th«n \t«ni b»on 
to where Utley was. Utley remarked 
that be was going to Lindnle the next 
day to work on a thresher 
John 


said to him, "I'll bet you twenty dol- 
lars you never feed that thresher; 
you will not live to see the sun rise 
to-morrow morning!" He then walked 
up and struck Utley in the face. 
Utley jumped down from the fence 
where he was sitting and started for 
John, who ran back, saying, "stop ! 
damn you, stop 1" 
Utley still pur 


sued and John fired but did not bit 
him, than immediately fired again, 
the last shot taking effect two inches 
above the right nipple ranging down 
and towards the left side. 


Utley fell and expired almost im 


mediately. Franklin then got into a 
header wagon that just then came 
along and by threats compelled the 
driver to drive off. 
When a mile or 


two below or south of Davis Creek he 
got out of the wagon and went to his 
brother's house, told what had hap 
pened, then left, since which time 
ha has not been seen, although par- 
ties have searched every where for him. 
He is supposed to have gone to 
Oregon. 
Judging from the state of 


feeling among the people here the 
county would not be put to expense 
if he be found m the neighborhood 
Clack Franklin was arrested 
for 


complicity but there not being suffi 
cient evidence against him he was 
discharged. 
It was supposed that 


Clack fnrnisiied the pistol bat on ex- 
amination there was no proof of it 
whatever. 
Utley was entirely un 


armed. 
He leaves a wife and two 


imull children entirely destitute ; 
John Franklin also bus a wife aad 
;vo children nearly as bad off.
